1. LOCAL MEDIA PLAY TURKISH AIRLINES DC- 10 CRASH INVESTIGATION 
STRAIGHT AND WE DISCERN NO INDICATION PRESS CAMPAIGN DISCREDIT 
U.S. AIRCRAFT INDUSTRY. 

2. THERE MAY HAVE BEEN DELIBERATE CAMPAIGN ON ANOTHE TOPIC. 
THERE HAS BEEN SOME SHADOWY BUT DISQUIETING EVIDENCE THAT 
FRENCH WERE DELIBERATELY ATTEMPTING BLAME OIL CRISIS ON 
U.S. FOREIGN MINISTRY DIRECTOR GENERAL TWICE MENTIONED TO 
OUR CHARGE THAT A "WESTERN EUROPEAN DIPLOMAT" WAS PRESSING 
ARGUMENT THAT USG HAD GENERATED OIL CRISIS AS MEANS OF BRINGING 
EUROPE TO HEEL. HE DID NOT IDENTIFY DIPLOMAT, BUT BY 
ELIMINATION IN THIS SMALL COMMUNITY MOST LIKELY INDIVIDUALS 
WERE FRENCH CHARGE OR COMMERCIAL 

COUNSELOR. WHEN OUR CHARGE REMINDED HIM THAT WE REPS ARE 
GENERALLY FRIENDLY, DIRECTOR GENERAL REMARKED ONLY THAT 
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"HE MAY HAVE BEEN UNDER INSTRUCTIONS." 
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3. CERTAINLY, CANARD ABOUT OIL CRISIS WAS WIDE-SPREAD IN THE 
DIPLOMATIC COMMUNITY FOR SOME WEEKS (INCLUDING ARAB AND EAST 
EUROPEAN DIPLOMATS), AND WE HAD TO ARGUE ABSURDITY OF CHARGE. 
WE DID NOT REPORT THIS AT TIME BECAUSE WE COULD NOT GET DEFINITE 
FIX ON IDENTITY OF DIPLOMAT AND ARE LED TO DO SO NOWBECAUSE 
OUR INFERENCE MAY FIT LARGER MOSAID (VIZ., KOSCTI JSKO-MORTZFT 
DEMARCHE). POSSIBLY THE FRENCH LADY DOTH PROTEST TOO MUCH.
